SHE ASTONISHES A HEALTH OFFICER 
WITH HER AFFABILITY. 


‘Ber Voyage Friends on the Reina Maria 
Christina Permitted to Kiss Her Hand 
at Parting— Prince Antoine of Orleans 
Does the Husband in Good Form-—De- 
parture From New York of the Party 
on Their Way to Washington. 


QUARANTINE, Staten Island, May 19.—The 
day dawned bright and beautiful and the 
and the Lower Bay 
glistened and giinted in the sunfight. The 
arrival late yesterday afternoon of the 
Spanish steamer Reina Marie Christina, 
having on board the Infanta Eulalia, her hus- 
band, Prince Antoine d' Orleans, and the 
members of their party was asurprise, as 
she was not expected until early this morn- 
ing. This, however, did not interfere with 
the arrangements made for the reception of 
the representative of the Queen Regent of 
Spain apa the programme decided upon in 
New York and Washington will be 
carried out. The first boat to arrive 
atthe quarantine station from New York 
was the tug boat J. Fred Lohman, which had 
left ber pier at 6:15 a. m., having on board 
Spanish Consul Baldecena, Vice Consul 
Castro and the officers of the Spanish war 
vessels now at New York. Their destination 
was the lower bay, where they should board 
the Reina Maria Christina, and pay their re- 
spects tothe Infanta. They made a short 
stay at Quarantine and then proceeded out 
for the bar. The Quarantine station pre- 
sented an unusually deserted appearance, 
not a single steamer being in sight, but the 
Narrows would soon be filled with vessels 
conveying sightseers who desire to witness 
the transfer of the Infanta to the United 
States dispatch boat Dolphin, which lay out- 
side waiting toescort the Reina Maria Chris - 
tina to Quarantine. — 

At an early hour this morning the Dolphin 
passed out to the Hook and was followed 
shortly afterwards by the Spanish warship 
Infanta Isabela. At about 8:15 o’clock a 
navy yardtug that had been down the bay 
came alongside the Quarantine dock and re- 
ceived dispatches for Commander Davis of

She soon headed straight up 
the channel and proceeded for Jersey City.

OUS BOARDS OF THE CHURCH. 


Accomplishments in Many Fields—Mis- 
sions, Education, Church Extension 
and Publication~—Proceedings of the 
General Assembly This NMerning in 
the New York Avenue Church—Ap- 
pointments to the Chairmanships of 
Committees. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 19.—The General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church has 
elected gev. Willis Craig of the MeCormack 
University of Chicago moderator. The nom- 
inations for the chair were Rev. Charles A. 
Dickey of Philadelphia, Rev. T. A. Baker of 
Philadelphia, Dr. Craig of Chicago, repre- 
senting the Northwest, which has never been 
recognized in the election of a moderator, 
and Rev. C. W. Stewart, D. D., of Washing- 
ton, president of the Whitworth College. 

Dr. Dickey withdrew and Dr. Stewart fol- 
iowed his example. The result ofthe ballot 
was: Craig, 824; Baker, 198. Total, 522. 

The annual reports of the various church 
boards, made public to-day and to be taken 
up by the assembly from time to time, show 
encouraging results in every branch of the 
work, 

A NATIONAL GROG-SHOP. 

The report of the permanent Committee on 
Temperance makes some recommendations 
that will come before the assembly. Refer- 
ring to the Worild’s Fair the report says: 
We cannot contemplate except with feel- 
ings of shame the proposed spectacle to be 
placed before all the world of a vast na- 
tional grogshop anda vast national exhibi- 
tion of the trampling down of law.’’ 

The establishment by Congress of an im- 
partial commission of inquiry concerning the 
liquor traffic is favored. ‘‘The bill,’’ con- 
tinues the report, ‘‘has several times passed 
the Senate, but the liquor people have always 
defeated it in the Lower House. Local option 
is not regarded as the best and ultimate solu- 
tion ofthe liquor prodlem, but the most of 
the Presbyteries here favored it asa step- 
ping-stone toward general prohibition. 

Among all the reports of Presbyteries the 
license system has no advocate or apolo- 
ist! The report emphasizes the statement 
that the church is not a political organiza- 
tion, but owes it to God and humanity to 
give unequivocal utterance on such moral 


' questions. 9 *

should.“ says the report, ‘‘throwgh the ac- 
tion. of political pi „ become a political 
q also the church is not on that ac- 
count to be precluded from dealing with it. 
The indorsement ofacivil government or of 
a political party must not be permitted to 
exempt immorality from the rebuke of the 
church, and that which would be clearly 
wrong if done by the individual does not be- 
come right when thousands join in its per- 
formance.’’ 

he report also protests against the insti- 
tution Known as the army canteen,’’ in 
which it claims army officers and soldiers 
are detalled as saloon-keepers. 

The report of the special Committee on 
Systematic Beneficence shows that the 
Christian Standard has attained an average 
monthly issue of 24,220 copies. 

The total receipts of all the boards during 
the yearamount to $2,779,662, an increase 
over 1892 of $178, 765. 

CHURCHES AND COLLEGES. 

The report of the Board of Church Erection 
Fund shows that during the year there were 
239 applications for assistance, upon which 
grants were made aggregating $105,391 and 
loans $61,192. This total exceeds any previous 
year in the history of the board, and still 
there isan insufficiency of supplies. More 
than one half the churches on the roll of the 
Assembly do not contribute to this fund and 
the board begins the new year with an empty 
treasury and many pressing demands upon 


t. 

The result of the year’s work of the Boara 
of Aid for Colleges and Academies has not 
proved a disappointment to the expectations 
ofthe church. During the year the receipts 
have been $75,134 and the donations in the 
shape: of &id aggregated $63,630. Forty in- 
stitutions have been assisted and twenty 
States occupied. The aggregate enrollment 
of. students is 4,002, of whom 2,740 are en- 
gaged in systematic Bible study. Ihe report 
of the board incharge of the missions for 
freedmen shows that nearly $200,000 annually 
is being expended in this direction, with 
many good results. The expenditures last 
year amounted to $193,002, while the receipts 
were $178,310. Under this board there are 
152 ordained ministers and 258 churches, with 
a membership of 16,203 and 19,472 Sunday- 
school scholars. 

During the yearthe report of the Board of 
Relief shows that 722 persons were afforded 
assistance, 94 new names being ogee upon 
the rolls last year. There are 76 ministers 
over 70 years of age retired, the oldest being 
94 and 85 of the number being over 80. The 
total appropriation for this work was 
$152,492. 

FOREIGN AND HOME MISSIONS. 

The report of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions displays a very satisfactory condition 
ofaffairs, the only gloom being caused by 
the death of four missionaries. During the 
year 46 new missionaries were sent into the 
field, making a total in connection with the 
board of 623, which, with native agents of all 
grades, reaches a total of 1,647, including 158 
ordained ministers. The detalied reports 
from the missions in Japan, China, Korea, 
Siam and Laos, India, Syria, Africa, Mexico, 
Central America and South America, the 
board says, callfor thanksgiving. The out- 
look was never more encouraging. 

In China,’’ says the report, ‘‘notwith- 
standing petty persecutions and apprehen- 
sion of more serious opposition in retaliation 
of the iniquitous legtslatlon of our Govern- 
ment against the Chinese in the United 
States, steady progress has been made. 

The total number of conversions reported 
by all missionaries for the year was 3,452, an 
increase of 10 per cent over the receding 
period. The total receipts from all sources 
rmounted to $1,014,504. of which the women’s 
societies and boards contributed $329,889. 
The expenditures for missions in the more 
important flelds were as follows: Africa, $34,- 
467; China, $180,087; India, $157,670; Japan, 
$94,962; Korea, $33,583; Mexico, $89,461 ; P ; 
$96,042; Siam and Laos, $47,953; South America, 
$87,003; syria, $61,206; United States Indians, 
$19,848. The expenses of the home depart- 
ment were $50,600. i

Sorosis Refuses to Admit Lotta 
Crabtree to Membership. 


Her Sponsors Indignantly Tender Their 
Resignations. 


TWO OTHER LADIES REJECTED AMID 
GREAT CONFUSION. 


Miss Georgia Oayvan Who Recommend: 
ed Lotta Says She Had Never Met 
Her But Wrote the Letter on General 
Rep-rt Regarding the Laiy’s Char- 
acter—SheW ill Not Follow Her Friends’ 
Example But Will Remain in the 
Club. 


New Tonk, May 19.—Sorosis held its last 
business meeting for the club year on Mon- 
day, and although the sun shone without and 
the birds sang and nature smiled, there was 
in the club roem a storm and discord. If re- 
ports be true, it was one of the most sensa - 
tional meetings ever held by that very ex- 
clusive and highly literary organization. 
The cause of the dissension was obscure, but 
the effect was most apparent and if the 
ladies did not sit up with a head-ache, cer- 
tainly each went home withone. They were 
so disturbed by the unusual proceedings that 
they forgot their customary caution and 
talked. They toid their friends about it and 
quite accidentally one of them tolda reporter. 

Mrs. Jennie de la M. Losiere, the Presi- 
dent of Sorosis, was away attending the 
Women's Congress in Chicago, and as none 
ofthe three Vice-Presidents wasin attend- 
ance it became the duty of Mrs. Fannie Hel- 
muth, the Chairmanof the Exerutive Com- 
mittee, to preside. Immediately after roll- 
call Mrs. Helmuth demanded that Mrs. Sarah 
Kidder of Chicago should retire from the 
meeting. Her reason for making the de- 
mand was that Mrs. Kidder was a remote 
member, and, therefore, not entitled to at- 
tend the business meetings. This was the 
beginning of the unpleasantness. Several of 
the ladies aroseand protested against the 
ruling, one of them making the caustic re- 
marks: Mrs. Kidder has been a member of 
Sorosis many more years than the Chairman 
has, and is quite as much entitled to attend 
its meetings. 

But Mrs. Helmuth held to her point and 
Mrs. Kidder retired, although there were 
audible expressions of Sit stin, Don't 
you go, shoe has not any business to order 
you out,’’ allof which was not pleasant for 
the chairman. 

As this was to be the last business meeting 
for several months, there was along list of 
names to be voted upon for membership, 
The first candidate was Miss Lotta Crabtree. 
Her name had been proposed by Mrs. Ed- 
ward E. Kidder and her vouchers were Mrs. 
Sydney Rosenfeld and Mrs. A. M. Palmer. 
Miss Georgia Cayvan, who is a member of 
Sorosis, sent a letter enthusiastically recom- 
mending Miss Crabtree. 

It is the custom of Sorosis to discuss the 
qualifications of a candidate before the name 
is voted upon. Theonly objection made to 
Miss Crabtree was that she was an actress. 
But when the ballot was taken the chair- 
man solemnly announced: Ladies, the 
candidate is not elected.’’ 

For a moment there was silence, oras near 
an approach to it as was possible ina gath- 
ering of more than 150 women. Then a long 
drawn murmur of dissent and protest ran 
around the room. 

Mrs. E. E. Kidder sprang to her feet. 
was trembling with excitement. 

This is outrageous, she exclaimed, ‘‘the 

most outrageous thing I ever heard of. I 
resign my membership. I won't Delong to 
an organization that will be guilty of sucha 
thing. 
Ham sorry,“ said Mrs. A. M. Palmer, 
with flashing eyes, that Sorosis can be so 
little, so narrow, so mean. I also resign. 
I’m ashamed of Sorosis.’’ 

Mrs. Rosenfeld declared that the club had 
Offered an insult to her as a voucher, an in- 
sult which she would never forget. 

One of the members who seemed to desire 
peace proposed a second ballot. Her motion 
was adopted anda second ballot was taken 
with the same resultas before. When this 
result was announced the ladies, with the 
exception of the few “ho had cast black 
balls—it only requires five to defeat a candi- 
date—were speechiess with rage. They 
simply sat and glared. Evidently they 
thought they could not do the subject justice 
in words, 

The Chairman hastened to announce. the 
name of the second candidate, Mrs. John 
Dillon. The usual commendatory letters re- 
garding the candidate were read, the 
vouchers said their good words, and nobody 
interposed an objection. Yet, when the bal- 
loting was concluded the Chairman again 
made the announcement: The candidate is 
not elected.*’ | 0 

There were more bitter remarks, sobitter 
that the Chairman felt called upon to an- 
nounce thatany member of Sorosis had a 
right to blackball a candidate if she wanted 
to, and to sweil the storm the Chairman 
gave the third name on the list of applicants, 
Mrs. Thaddeus B. Wakeman.

In view 
ofthis she requested the member who pro- 
po sed Mrs. Wakeman to withdraw her name,

by insulting Mrs. Wakeman as two previous 
candidates had been insulted.’’ i

There his horse was 
found, the saddle hanging to the animal’s 

side. The horse was hot and had apparently 
arrived after a hard gallop. Men werejsent 
back over the road to find Bowie, but they 
only found at a point on the road 
evidences of a struggle. The next 
day a track was found leading 
away from this spot that had been made 
by dragging a heavy body along the ground. 
The track led toa well and at the bottom of 
the well Bowie's body was found. 

Detectives worked on the wifeof a negro 
with whom Bowie had had troubleand on 
Good Friday, representing to the woman 
that eternal damnation would be her portion 
if she went over the holy day with the guilty 
secret unspoken, she confessed that her hus- 
band had attacked Bowie, overpowered him, 
killed him, and had. thrown the body into 
the well. Shetold where the biood-stained 
garments of the murderer were hidden and 
where things taken from Bowie were 
secreted. Barber’s connection with the 
crime was never demonstrated to the satis- 
faction of right thinking persons.

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THE MEASURE OF POPULARITY. 


It is noticeable that the -opposition to an 
income tax comes from Republican news- 
papers and those known to be under 
plutocratic influences. By such organs it 
is denounced as unjust and inexpedient. 
It is maintained that the tax was unpopu- 
lar during the war and will be equally so 
if reimposed, 
No doubt it was unpopular among those 
who had the largest incomes, but only 
250,000 out, of a population of 80, 000, 000 
paid an income tax and those who had the 
largest incomes disliked an impost which 
made them pay for the good government 
they enjoyed. The larger the income the 
more unpopular was the tax. But there 
is no account of grumbling among people 
of small means, that is the 29,750,000 who 
were not fortunate enough to possess tax- 
able incomes. 
This sufficiently exposes the bb eerte 
of those who oppose the tax on the ground 
of unpopularity. It is not likely that the 
number of incomes larger than 510, 000 is 
greater in proportion to population now, 
because the concentration of wealth ina 
few hands has kept down the number. 
And it is certain the rest of the popu- 
lation will not seriously oppose the im- 
position of a tax which relieved them of 
that much of the burden now put upon 
them by means of the trick known ap in- 
direct taxation. A law thus approved by 
twénty-nine-thirtieths of the population 
cannot be raid to be unpopular. 
The truth is that at this time no meas- 
ure of taxation would be received with 
more favor than this. The § enor- 
mous incomes now drawn from priv- 
ileges granted by the general Gov- 
ernment, States and municipalities, are, 
many of them, pure gratuities.

SOCIAL WHITE-CAPPISM. 


The female factory employes of Bridge- 
port, Conn., offer a fallow field for the 
particular application of some of the 
energy now being expended in the general 
uplifting of theirsex. These females are 
keeping the country in a continual state of 
emotional excitement through their efforts 
to regulate the conduct and bearing of 
their associates. They have an uncom- 
promising hostility to“ stuck - uppishness“ 
and stuck -uppishness“ in their view 
appears to be any departure on the moral, 
social or intellectual side from the conven- 
tional rule of conduct established by cus- 
tom in their little circle. 

In enforcing these rules the ‘‘girls’’ are 
the sole judges of the off€nse and are con- 
scienceless in the invention and applica- 
tion of penalties. One victim was rolled 
in a barrel and is now suffering from nerv- 
ous prostration and physical injuries, and 
another was frightened intoinsanity bya 
a companion who chased her with a toy 
snake in her hands. 

But while these ‘‘girls’’ violate a sacred 
priseiple of individual rights in attempt- 
ing to regulate personal conduct by pri- 
vate violence are they much worse than 
their more cultured and refined sisters in 
higher planes of society? Except in the mat- 
ter of methods is thereany difference in 
the white-cappism of these ignorant crea- 
tures and the white-cappism of high so- 
ciety? Society insists that men and women 
conform to conventional customs as sternly 
as this circle of factory girls. Society’s 
regulators do not, tobe sure, bruise the 
body and wreck reason, but they wound 
the feelings and ruin reputations. They 
are as unreasonable in forming and apply- 
ing their standard and as relentless in en- 
forcing it as factory circle regulators. 

In teaching the female factory employes 
the principles of justiceand charity which 
should prevail in judging of the conduct 
of others, more highly favored people 
should not forget to take the lesson to 
themselves and apply it to society in 
general.

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Too mucH confidence should not be 
placed in the intimation from the Chinese 
Minister that his Government will not re- 
taliate upon American citizens now dwell- 
ing in the Flowery Kingdom. His Gov- 
ernment has been cautious and concilia- 
tory, long-suffering and humble, but only 
because the statesmen in control of the 
empire have been sensible of their weak- 
ness and inability to cope with western 
civilization. But in this case the Minis- 
ters may not be able to control the popular 
indignation. The whole people may be 
roused to resentment, and the Chinese are 
not very poor spirited in their own 
land. The Government may be compelled 
to take active retaliatory measures in or- 
der to save the Americans from mobs such 
as we get up now and then, when we stone 
and stab helpless Chinamen. And it is 
doubtful if even such measures would save 
the missionaries and traders from celestial 
wrath. The Government could not send 
them home fast enough to escape, nor is it 
likely that the available troops could stand 
against mobs in isolated localities. In 
short, if the Americans are determined to 
have fuh with the Chinese, the Chinese 
can easily get even by having fun with the 
Americans. 
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In the Women’s Congress there is much 
talk of the bloomer and the divided skirt. It 
is likely to amount to just nothing at all. If 
it were possible to make the bloomer and 
divided skirt the fashion, there would for 
a while be no trouble. There is no fashion in 
Gress of which woman is not capable, but it 
must really be the fashion. Its utility or its 
folly have nothing whatever to do with its 
adoption.

which the buyer must look out for himself. 
In listing the cordage stocks first to the 
amount of $15,000,000, and later to the amount 
of $25,000,000, the Exchange gave notice to the 
public that it had duly inguired and satisfied 
itself that the property of the company 
was worth that sum, and had an earning ca- 
pacity sufficientto pay the promised divi- 
dends. 

On the strength of these pledges of faith by 
the rich and reputable organizers of the 
combination, by the great banking-houses 
that ‘‘placed’’ the stock and by the ex- 
change that Usted it as a sound security, in- 
nocent persons were deceived into buying 
the issues of the company, only to find them. 
selves robbed of their substance for the en- 
richment of the already wealthy men who 

get up the game’’ and their companions in 
speculation. 

No bunco steerer could have perpetrated a 
meaner swindle. Norobbery could be more 
shameful than that accomplished by the men 
who ‘‘worked off’’ this stock at prices 
ranging from 75 to 147 and are now buying it 
back at 11 or less. 

For the men who made and the men who 
indorsed these misrepresentations in aid of 
the fraud knew them to be false when they 
put them forth asa lure to the unsuspecting. 
Their falsity was so apparent to the well- 
informed that the banks from the first have 
fought shy of the cordage, whisky and 
Reading stocks as collateral, and conserva- 
tive brokers have resolutely refused even to 
buy and sell them 4 ven for their customers 
on a margin. very large firm reports 
that it has nevérheld a hundred of these 
shares all told, and that for the few it has 


held it took pains tosecure itself adequately. ‘ 


What such banks and brokgrs’ firms knew 
of the rottenness ofthese bubble companies 
must have been still better Known tothe 
**reputable’’ business men and bankers who 
aided in the perpetration of the frauds. 

In the case of cordage, for example, these 
men solemnly assured the public that the 
company had 312,000, 00 and upward’’ of 
assets besides the $5,000,000 of money realized 
from the preferred stock, or more than $17, - 
000,000 in all. Vet all that the most sanguine 
among them now profess tohopeforis that 
the receiver will findenough assets some- 
where to cover the preferred stock, leaving 
the victims of the swindle to bear the loss 
represented by the $20,000,000 of common stock 
and the $6,000,000 of other obligation Assumed 
by the company. 

The entire transaction has been a fraud in- 
tolerable for any honest mind tocontem- 
plate. It is a disgrace to civilization, a burn- 
ing shame tothe community in which it has 
been perpetrated, a lasting reflection upon 
the Stock Exchange, which has permitted 
and in a degree facilitated the robbery. 

We hear much of the corruptions of Tam- 
many, of dishonor in politics and public life, 
and these things are bad enough, surely. Yet 
the men who corrupt our politicsand be- 
tray theirtrusts in public life are honorable 
and respectable in, comparison with those 
who have engineered these three great 
swindles, the Cordage Trust, the Whisky 
Trust and the Coal conspiracy. The pecula- 
tors in politics are petty pilferers from 
public treasuries; these menare deliberate 
robbers of the people, including in many 
cases the widow and the orphan. Their 
frauds are hurtful to all interests, disturbing 
and disastrous to all Gusiness. They attack 
the very foundations of prosperity and 
threaten and injure | ‘all the people in very 
grievous. ways. 

Tue frauds perpetrated in organizing these 
conspiracies have been followed up by other 
trauds. Dividends wholly unearned have 
been paid with borrowed money in order 
that a fictitious appearance of prosperity 
might enable the manipulators to perpetrate 
further swindles in stock-jobbing. The ma- 
nipulators have voted and paid themselves 
salaries of $25,000 an $50,000 a year for doing 
nothing, and have contracted debts for the 
company in oder to pay these 
unearned wages. The men in- 
side“ have at times robbed their 
own associates and their victims, the 
innocent purchasers of stock, by forestalling 
the market for the raw materials needed by 
their trusts, thus depriving them of their 
only chance of eaming the dividends they 
dad promised to pay. In the Cordage case 
the collapse was brought about by an im- 
prudent attempt to float another block of 
$2,500,000 of preferted stock at a time when 
the men who did t were ‘‘shinning’’ for 
money with which jo pay dividends on the 
stock already out, of a company that was 
earning no dividen® at all and the substan- 
tial bankruptcy of ien they perfectly wen 
knew. 

The men who havd organised and worked 
these conspiracies ot fraud ought to be in 
jail. Instead they honored members of 
society, of the ges and often of the 
churches. It is «shame of our country 
that thisisso. It igthe disgrace of our tom- 
munity that riches,even thougn they be the 
proceeds of plund are permitted thus to 
cover all shames . It is

Chinese Consulé and Officers May Also 
Be Withdrawn From American Ports 
~The Supreme Court’s Decision Not 


Yet Sent to the Imperial Government 
—A Problem for Congress to Solve. 


WasHiveton, D. C., May 19.— The decis- 
fon of the Supreme Court on the constitu- 
tio y of the Geary law has not yet been 
transmitted to his Government by the Chi- 
nese Minister at Washington, and until it 
has been received by the Peking authorities 
it is not likely that it will be known what 
action China will take to meet the new situa- 
tion. It is said that in his interview yester- 

day with Secretary of State Gresham the Chi- 
nese Minister gave no intimation of the prob- 
ability of his recall and the severance of 
diplomatic relations with this country, But 
inthe opinion of well-igformed diplomats 
here the Chinese Minister at Washington 
will present his letters of recall tothe Presi- 
dent and close up the legation in this city. 
Then the American Minister at Pekin will be 

politely requested to withdraw from China 

d will be furnished with passports for him - 
self and assistants. They will also be sup; 

} with safe conduct to the borders of the 

ese Kingdom. ‘The Chinese Consuls and 
Officers will also be withdrawn from duty at 
our ports and our consular officers at Chinese 
ports will be invited to go home. 

The next step will be to send American cit- 
wens of all classes out ofthe Oelestial coun- 
try, accompanied by an imperial decree 
closing all Chinese ports to all citizens of the 
United States, including even tourists, and 
his will bring to an abrupt termination the 
friendly relations which have so long existed 
between the two countries. 

Chief Justice Fuller, who did not agree with 

the majority of the Supreme Court, called at 
the State Department and had a long confer- 
ence with Secretary Gresham in regard to 
the Chinese question. The State Department 
will not actin the matter until it has some 
definite orders from the President. 

This feeling of uncertainty as to what is 
best to be done extends to ali the other de. 
partments. No one in the Treasury Depart- 
ment is able to say what will be the 6utcome. 

The situation, as one prominent official put 
it, is this: Congress has passed a law, the 
Supreme Court has sustained its constitution · 
ality, but those upon whom the duty of its 
enforcement devolves find themselves bound 
hand and foot. In order that the law may be 
executed it is first necessary that the salaries 
of the officers and incidental expenses be pro- 
vided for. There is no fund from which 
money for the purpose can be obtained ex- 
cept that appropriated by Congress. 

Ofthis sum $16,000 remains, and only 156 
Chinese have been deported. How to deport 
104,000 Chinese with $16,000 is the question 
that is agitating the Administration. 

The impression is quite general that the 
Administration will have to allow the pres- 
ent orders to collectors not to make arrests 
to stand. The final solution of the problem 
would seem to devolve on Congress. and 
until that body assembles it does not appear

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LANDAU LEAVES TOWN. 


The Principal Witness in the Tovell Case 
Again Disappears. 

Louls Landau, Jr., whose statement ofa
